Washington, D. C, April 21, '77. 
Three things the administration is in- 
tent upon — 1. To conciliate the Seoth, 
and settle forever the Southern difficulty- 
". To restore specie payment. 3. To 
reform the Civil Service. With regard 
to the first, President Hayes (and Lis 
Cabinet [are with him) is fully deter 
mined to see a peaceful and kindly feel- 
ing existing between the North and 
South during his administration. He 
wants and means to spread his hands out 
over the country, and say, "Behold how 
good and how pleasant it is for brethren 
to dwell together in unity." The meas- 
ures tending to this end will be presented 
at the extra session of Congreia in June 
next, and although the extremes of both 
parties will oppose them, the President 
will undoubtedly find a decided and over- 
whelming majority with him, in favor of 
a peaceful settlement withihe South. 

As to the restoration of *p<wie pay- 
ment, I cannot better express the ideas 
of those who favor it and are working 
for it than by using the word* of one 
of the leading New York papers — *'It is 
known that a very large majority, both 
in the Senate and House, are in favor 
of something to bring about a restoration 
of specie payments. The President is 
known to favor silver resumption, and 
the votes oven in the hut Democratic 
House show a decided majority forsoue 
such measure. The two Houses have 
been closely canvassed, and it is fonnd 
that tho silver resumptionists are largely 
in excess of the gold interest. • * 

Should, however, the two Houses 
fail to agree upon any scheme to resume, 
the President can afford to wait. The 
Sherman kw passed in January,- 1875, 
gives large powers to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and as a last resort, he can 
resume in 1879 in spite of Congress, 
provided the law i 8 not interfered with. 
The opposition to the idministratiou will 
certainly never be strong enough to over- 
come the veto of the President, in ease 
so unlikely a thing should occur as an 
attempted repeal of Sherman's compro- 
mise of 1875." 

The civil service reform would seem 
to be already l>egun. Yesterday, no less 
than three hundred employes were dis- 
charged from one Bureau in tLe Treas- 
ury Department, and "still there's more 
to follow." The President and his Cab- 
inet are determined to employ no mere 
force than is absolutely necessary to the 
performance of government business, 
and thoso only who are ineft cient are to 
be removed, except in such Bureaus aa 
. ercrowded with employes. In those 
eaRos, as far as it is possible, those will be 
discharged who have other provision for 
their maintainance, or who belong to 
families, other members of which have 
government employment. This, of course, 
cannot be carried cut in all cases, and 
there will doubtlees be a great amount of 
inevitable suffering in uianv families 
whose sole means of support was cut eff 
by the discharge of one of its members 
from a goverment clerkship. Twentv 
lady clerks wer*- discharged from tbe 
Rovenue oflice on Saturday, and much 
dissatisfaction is felt by their frienda 
Indeed, it is impossible but there must 
bea seeming injustice done in this reform, 
for the abuses date too far back to be 
uprooted, and each party now dealt with 
can turn round and cite worse eaaeseven 
now tolerated. For instance, one lady 
who was discharged Saturday, not because 
she was incompetent but because she had 
B sister in another department, immedi- 
ately called attention to the fuet that the 
lady who occupied the desk next to he»s 
has a husband holding office in the War 
1 department, and so on.
